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This report deals with 111,646 pupil retirements from 511 publicly-supported 

secondary schools of Ontario during the period from October 1, 1965 to September 30, 1966, 
<and is comparable to a report for 1964-65 which was published in May, 1966. \ The term 

"'retirement' refers to a student who has completed his course as well as to a student who 
left before completion. In other words this report includes pupils who have left the 
Ontario Secondary School System for various reasons. 'Transfers' from one publicly- 
supported school to another are excluded from the report since they have not withdrawn 
from the school system. 

As in the previous year, the scholastic data include the grade, Branch and 
Program and the Certificate or Diploma. Personal data include sex and age. The 
reasons for retirement or the students' immediate plans have been explored. Pupil 
retirements from private schools are not included. The definitions of terms used in 
the collection, processing and the presentation of these data as well as definitions 
of Certificates and Diplomas, a copy of the Pupil Retirement form, and the instructions 
for completion of the form may be found in Appendices I, II and III. 

The report consists of six sections; the first section is introductory and 


the second deals with the facts and figures of Pupil Retirement during the year 1965-66. 


In the second section selected figures are reproduced from the Pupil Retirement 
Tables for 1965-66 and graphic presentation of percentage distributions made. Pupil Retirement 
Tables for the year 1965-66 form the third section. Since 1965-66 is the second year of 
the study it is possible to compare the figures with those of the previous year. The 
fourth section contains certain key figures of pupil retirement for the two years which 
are presented in a manner convenient for comparison. Tables consisting of detailed 
comparative statistics for the two years and the Appendices make up the fifth and sixth 
sectionsyvof this report. 

In this, the second report of a continuing study, we offer littilie an the way 
of interpretation or explanation. Instead, we have presented the data in the form of 
tables with added diagrams which serve as visual aids. These will enable the reader to 
arrive at his own conclusions. 

It is encouraging that Nova Scotia and New Brunswick are undertaking similar 
studies with the assistance of the Education Division of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
Ottawa. 

We are already well into the planning of the production of the next report. 

The enthusiasm shown by the users of the first report has been very encouraging and 


the various suggestions received from them have been incorporated in this study in one 


form or another. The tabulations in Section 3 are more extensive than those in the 
1964-65 report. Similar tabulations will be made for Schools and School Boards, and 
for each of the ten Education Regions in Ontario. 

In conclusion we would like to express our appreciation to the following 
people for their co-operation and efforts without which the compilation and publication 
of this report would have been impossible: 

Principals of Secondary Schools and their secretaries and staff, 

Regional Superintendents of Education (formerly Area Superintendents), 

Area Superintendents of Schools (formerly Secondary School District Inspectors), 

Directors of Education and Superintendents of Secondary Schools.

There is an increase in the total number of male and female students who retired in 1965-66 
compared to the total number in 1964-65. Looking at the percentages it could readily be seen 
that the female retirements in 1965-66 show an increase in number at a declining rate. The 
figures of retirement will, perhaps, be more meaningful if they are compared to the enrolment 
figures in secondary schools. In 1964-65 the total retirements constituted 24.1 per cent of 
the total enrolment of 395,301 pupils, and in 1965-66 the retirement was 26.7 per cent of the 
total enrolment of 418,738. However, aS shown under sub-section 2.3, there are striking increases 
in the numbers and percentages of those receiving Secondary School Honour Graduation Diplomas and 
Secondary School Graduation Diplomas.

2.3 Certificates or Diplomas held by Pupils at the time of Retirement 


The tables 2.30 to 2.36 contain details on the number of pupils who held various Certificates 
or Diplomas at the time of their retirement during the years 1964-65 and 1965-66. The total 
number of pupils who held the Secondary School Honour Graduation Diploma in 1965-66 represented 
a 37.1 per cent increase over 1964-65. A larger percentage of male students gained this diploma 
in 1965-66 than in 1964-65. Secondary School Graduation Diplomas were held by a total of 32,494 
pupils in 1965-66 as compared to a total of 26,738 pupils in 1964-65. The combined total of

During the two years in consideration the largest segment of pupils who have 
retired with Honour Graduation Diplomas have done so to continue education in Ontario. 
Those who retired to enter employment as a total (both male and female) increased by 
81.5% on the basis of the 1964-65 total of 1,100 pupils. The number of those who left 
but who still were not employed was slightly higher in 1965-66 than in the previous 
year. The number of pupils who left Ontario with Honour Graduation Diplomas increased 
in number during 1965-66. However, it is interesting to note that pupils belonging 
to this particular category have maintained a consistency in the low percentages 
accounted for, both in 1964-65 and 1965-66. Those whose plans are not known have 
increased both in number and percentage, both male and female, in 1965-66 as compared 
to the total in 1964-65. An examination of the various categories reveals that the highest 
percentage of pupils retired to continue education in Ontario, the second highest group 
to enter employment in Ontario, and that the third highest group consisted of those 
whose plans were not known. 

The most important and basic departure in the trend among pupils holding a 


Secondary School Graduation Diploma from those holding an Honour Graduation Diploma 


seems to be that more than half of the former group had retired to enter employment in Ontario. 
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In 1965-66, of the total number of pupils with Graduation Diplomas, 60.8% retired to enter 
employment in Ontario, while in 1964-65 the percentage was 59.8. Pupils whose plans were 
not known had increased in 1965-66. We note that the number of pupils with Secondary 
School Graduation Diplomas who left Ontario in 1965-66 was less than in the previous 
year. 

The number of pupils who received graduation diplomas increased in 1965-66. 
The number of pupils who held the Secondary School Honour Graduation Diplomas increased 
from 17,189 to 23,571, and the number of pupils who held the Secondary School Graduation 


Diplomas increased from 26,738 to 32,49}.

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The highest percentage of those who have retired consists of those who have left to enter 
employment in Ontario. However, the percentage of those who have retired to continue 
education in Ontario is gradually but definitely increasing and it is not confined to 
those with Honour Graduation Diplomas. This increase is more marked among male pupils. 
Students who have retired but whose plans are still unknown account for the third highest 
percentage of the total retirements. There seems to be more indecision about plans for 
the future among the boys than among the girls! Pupils who were not employed seem to 
maintain a consistency in their respective percentages of the total retirements although 


there were more unemployed in 1965-66 than there were in 1964-65. Those leaving Ontario 


show a decline in percentage. Retirements due to marriage is more a cause among the female 


pupils than among the male pupils. There were fewer retirements in 1965-66 due to delinquency 


than in 1964-65. Those who have not reported any reason for retirement have increased 
both in number and in percentage in 1965-66 over the previous year. 


Finally, we note that the increase in the number of retirements reflects better 
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reporting, increased enrolment, and increased enrolment in and graduation from 4-year programs.

1. What forms do I use? 


a. 


Use the green forms for all pupils who cease to attend school at any time from October 1, 1965 
to September 30, 1966 (incl.). 


2. What is a retirement? 


a. 


A retirement is a pupil who ceases to attend a publicly-supported school in Ontario and is 


not enrolled in one of the following types of Ontario schools - public, Roman Catholic Separate, 
or secondary. 


A publicly-supported school is a school supported by taxation. The term does not apply to 
private school or a trade school. 


Transfers are students who leave one publicly-supported school in Ontario to attend another 
publicly-supported school in Ontario. Transfers are not to be reported on the retirement 


forms. Transfers will be reported on the Secondary Principal's report. 


do I report a student who leaves school and returns to school (i.e., is re-admitted) during 
period October 1, 1965 to September 30, 1966? 


Report the date on which the student leaves for the first time on the section of the form "date 
of first retirement". 


Report the date on which the student is re-admitted on the section of the form "date of re-admission".

4. How 


Continue to report the dates of retirement and re-admission for as many times as a student 
leaves and re-enters a school during the period October 1, 1965 to September 30, 1966. 
(Write "see over", and use the back of the form, if necessary). 


But, be careful to report as re-admissions only those students who left school and were 
re-admitted during the time October 1, 1965 to September 30, 1966 - i.e., the "date of 
re-admission" entry on the retirement form does not apply in the case of a student who 
re-enters after September 30, 1966.

f. The section "grade in which last registered" refers to the grade or course that the student 
was enrolled in at the time he or she retired from the school. 


Up to three (3) entries on a line may be required to show the particulars of the grade or 


course in which the student was last enrolled - i.e., circle grade, Branch, and Programme. 
Or, if enrolled in, é.g., a preparatory class, simply circle PC. (Similarly for other courses).

Item 18, Professional includes accountants, commercial artists, newspaper reporters, journalists, 
draughtsmen and designers; laboratory technicians, assistants and helpers; R.O.P. (record of 
performance) inspectors(commonly in government service); physiotherapists and masseurs, 
musicians and music teachers, photographers; religious and social welfare workers, religious 
orders (brothers and nuns - novices or postulants); school teachers, study supervisors; 
librarians, library assistants or helpers. 


Item 19, Clerical includes bookkeepers, cashiers, doctors' or dentists' attendants or helpers, office 
appliance operators, office clerks, shipping and receiving clerks, stenographers and typists.

Item 20, Agricultural includes farmers and stock raisers, farm labourers and helpers, agricultural 
machine operators; gardeners and gardeners' helpers (in any industry); groundsmen in cemeteries, 
golf courses and parks; chicken hatchery men and operators. . 


Ltem 2y 5 Fishing, Hunting, Trapping, Logging (including forestry), Mining and Quarrying includes fishermen 


(including labourers in fishing), hunters » trappers, forest rangers, forest fire fighters; 
lumbermen (including labourers in Meats |S rafters, timber cutters and fellers, log drivers, 
log riggers, labourers in mining, milling and quarrying, miners, quarriers, ari pera (including 
oil well drillers); timbermen, millmen,machine helpers; loaders; movers of extracted material 
such as cage runners and tenders, landing tenders.

Transportation and Communications includes baggagemen, expressmen, taxi drivers; marine 
firemen, (longshoremen, sailors, deckhands (not in navy, for navy classify in Service, 
Protective); messengers, errand boy, page boy (except in hotel - see Service, Personal), office 
boy (or girl); distributors of bills, circulars, advertisements; route salesmen; parking 

lot attendants; sectionmen, trackmen, track labourers, teamsters, truck drivers, telephone, 
telegraph and electric light and power linemen, linemen's helpers and service men, (note 

radio repairmen and servicemen should be classified as manufacturing); mail delivery boy, 

mail carriers; radio announcers and operators; telephone and telegraph operators. 


Commercial and Financial includes canvassers, demonstrators, salesmen; bill or account 
collectors; newsboys, hawkers and pedlars; inspectors and graders of produce such as food, 
fish, meat, eggs in trade and service (including government service); packers (except packers 
in fish, meat, fruit or vegetable canneries - see manufacturing), sales clerks, floormen 
(usually in groceterias), service station attendants, floral designers, bill posters, 
insurance agents, real estate agents, stock and bond salesmen and brokers.
